wayes warily, trokeepe himſcifefromevill, feare and ſorrow (halle 
betall him, unlefſe (which is worſe) he be hardned ; o chat his life (ul 
be found to havelictle in it, worthy the rejoycing io, 

And what cauſethere is ta urge this part of Chriſtian duty of conty 
nuall watching, we may ſce a example of our grand-mother Ex, 
who being a f eftate of innocencie, and therefore the liker to hay 
becne kept from evill ; yer ſeeing ſhee was not 04"ance "Fs and watch, 
fullto hold cloſe rothe Commandement, we ſee (hee became the cas 
4 tra»ſzreſſizn unto her husband and conſequently of the univerfall mi 

7 of herpoſteritie. The like we _ ſee by the example of King Du 
via, whom though the Scripture doth renowne with as great commen, 
dationfor his meditating in the-Law of God, as any man, yet for tha 
he wasnot armed with a watchfull heart at that onc time, when he wi, 
kedon the reofe of bis Palace ; behold how the Devill had laid abaithr 
him, (which-be, as wiſe as he was,could nor diſcerne) and by his lubtil 
and ſecret handling ofrhemarter,caught bim in his ſnare.

conſciences, tocall them backe the ſooner. For both they themlelyes 
have beene wont throwgh cultome, ro be hatty, forgetful! and un.

from a Sermon, yercartheyhardby ſpeake or Goe any thing about

Of tbird kinde of general lets, (9c. _ 
underſtand his way aright, and know that he walkech infſafery, Any 
thus doth Salomondeſcribe a wile man, faying, It is the wiſdomeef the 
prudent to wnderftand his way. This I have faid, that the Reader may 
ſce what manifold lets there ate, firſt in our ſelyes through thecor. 
ruptionthatis'within us 2 and then without us, by the Devillraiſeq 
vp againſt us, (which is notperſwaded to many, as it were meet it 
ſhould :) that we mayſecutt cauſe ro be better acquainted with the 
Armour of Chriſtians, and other helpes before mentioned, by the 
which onely God hath appointed fate deliverance from theſe fore. 
mentioned lets and annoyances. 

'He who ſhall bee found ingto live after a Chriſtian direQion 
daily, ſhall moreeafily be bought to feare; and fo withſtand theſe 
and the like occafions,that they diſguiſe hinnor, in making himlike 
ro-other men who fearenort God. Wherein more eſpecially we muſt 
looke to ourſclves, that we wiſcly avoid and preyent the occaſion of 
theſe, ſeeing we know how we have ſmarted by them : and when we 
cannotaltogether ayoid them, yet to arme our ſelves by reſolute co. 
yenant and fervent prayer againſt them ; and when wee haye bee 
overcome by any of them, we muſt ſee it, and marke our weakneſſe : 
and/pray morc earneſtly, and givenot:oyer ; and Gods gracc ſhall be 
ſuſicient for us, both to. quict our minds by hope of pardon, and to 
weaken our.finnes afterwards. 

And by theſcimpediments fromthe conftant holding out in a god- 
ly life,it may be ſcene thatit is no idle occupation to be atrue Chriſti- 
an, and to continue fo :'and that his worke is not a ceremonioustask- 
ing of himſelfe 'with reading ſome prayers: or doing other things, 
ike he thinkes good,or when heis injoyned it ; which yer (as little 
labour as it coſteth men) woult alſo be negleed off, both of Mini- 
fer and people, if they were nor tied to'ir. Alſo wee may {ce what 
need the ſervants of God have to guard themlelves ſtrongly, and (o 
£0 abide, as hatch beene ſhewed before;and tobe acquainted with Sa- 
rains crafts and policies, and by what meanes they be repelled and re- 
fied. And that cheirtemprarions are ſometime to forcible,chat they 
arc not ſubdued and overcome, but caſt them into ſome open-inne, 
(for the which cauſe $.:Pavladmoniſheth, thar men quench not the 
Spirit) yeainto the ſame ſia after repentance, but yer (if they right!
